SUBJECT:TARAPUR: CONGRESSIONAL CONSIDERATION 

1. CONGRESSMEN LONG, DODD AND OTTINGER APPEARED BEFORE THE 
HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE MAY 23 IN SUPPORT OF 
THEIR RESOLUTION OVERTURNING THE PRESIDENTIAL ACTION ON THE 
TARAPUR EXPORT LICENSE. THEY CLAIMED TO HAVE A TOTAL OF 

56 COSPONSORS FOR THEIR RESOLUTION. THEIR TESTIMONY FOLLOWED 
USUAL LINE THAT THERE WAS NO CHANCE OF REACHING AGREEMENT 
WITH INDIA ON EULL SCOPE SAFEGUARDS AND THEREFORE NO FURTHER 
SHIPMENTS SHOULD BE MADE EVEN IN THE INTERIM PERIOD. IN 
RESPONSE TO COMMITTEE QUESTIONS CONGRESSMAN LONG EMPHASIZED 
HIS BELIEF THAT USG SHOULD USE ITS "LEVERAGE" TO ENSURE 
THAT INDIA WOULD RATIFY THE NPT. HE SPECIFIC ALLY REFERRED 
TO BILATERAL ASSISTANCE AND STATED THAT THIS SHOULD PROVIDE 
EXCELLENT LEVERAGE TO ENSURE THAT INDIA DID RATIFY THE NPT.

2. OF APPROXIMATELY 15 MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE WHO ATTENDED 
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HEARING, SEVERAL (WOLEF, BINGHAM, DERWINSKI AND EINDLEY) 

STATED THAT THEY OPPOSED THE PROPOSED RESOLUTION. NO 
MEMBER OE THE COMMITTEE SPECIEICALLY STATED THAT THEY 
EAVORED THE RESOLUTION. 

3. DUE TO TIME PRESSURE NYE'S TESTIMONY AND QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS WERE CURTAILED. LULL TEXT OE TESTIMONY IS BEING 
SENT BY ICA. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS, NYE STATED THAT 
USG'S PRIMARY OBJECTIVE IN THE COMING MONTHS WOULD BE TO 
GET INDIA TO ACCEPT PULL SCOPE SAPEGUARDS. HE ALSO 
MENTIONED THAT USG SOUGHT TO MOVE WITH INDIA ON BROAD DIS- 
ARMAMENT ISSUES, TO ENCOURAGE INDIA TO CONTINUE TO POLLOW 
A RESPONSIBLE NUCLEAR EXPORT POLICY, TO RESOLVE SPENT PUEL 
ISSUE, AND TO WORK TOGETHER IN INFCE. NYE DECLINED TO 
QUANTIFY THE CHANCES OP INDIA'S AGREEMENT TO FULL SCOPE 
SAFEGUARDS BUT SAID CHANCES WERE "SIGNIPICANT." HE STATED 
THAT THERE WAS A GOOD PROSPECT THAT THE GOI WOULD MAINTAIN

COMMITTEE WILL SEND THE ISSUE TO THE PLOOR POR PURTHER 
CONSIDERATION. SENATE HEARINGS ARE SCHEDULED FOR AFTER-
